Four  lon<>-  years  have  passed  since  we,  the  Senior  Slass  of  22,  entered  upon  our 
high  school  career  in  the  old  brick  building  of  C.  H.  S.  We  had  not  traversed  far  into 
the  Freshmen  year  until  we  were  interrupted  by  that  terrible  epidemic  of  flu  which 
delayed  us  for ‘many  weeks,  and  when  finally  permitted  to  take  up  our  duties  again  we 
were  sorry  to  see  that  our  band  was  no  longer  complete,  for  two  of  its  members  (Ray 
Stout  and  Wilbur  McDannald  had  dropped  from  the  ranks.  We  also  had  the  misfortune 
to  lose  one  of  our  teachers  when  Miss  Grace  Clark  resigned.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by 
Mrs  Leitze  who,  by  her  kind  and  generous  disposition,  proved  to  be  a  great  benefactor 
to  the  Freshman  class  of  T8.

We  entered  upon  our  Senior  year  with  almost  the  feeling  of  Freshmen,  for  we  had 
been  deprived  of  many  of  our  old  teachers,  some  who  had  been  with  us  since  our  Fresh¬ 
men  year;  in  fact,  they  were  all  taken  from  us  except  Miss  Lehman  and  she,  as  a  teacher, 
was  new  to  us,  as  she  had  not  conducted  any  of  our  classes  during  the  previous  year. 
The  remainder  of  the  faculty  consisted  of  Principal  Hess,  Miss  Kennedy,  and  Miss 
Shaull.  As  the  school  year  is  rapidly  advancing,  we,  as  Seniors,  realize  that  our  school 
days  are  almost  over;  nevertheless  we  greatly  rejoice  that  we  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  acquire  this  high  school  education,  but  this  joy  is  somewhat  intermingled  with  grief 
as  we  think  of  leaving  dear  old  C.  H.  S.  and  all  that  it  means  to  us,  and  although  we 
must  soon  bid  it  adieu,  we  are  hoping  for  its  prosperity,  hoping  that  it  will  rise  to  a 
higher  and  more  honored  place  among  the  schools  of  our  land.
